The Austrian authorities begin to show less _ ill 
willtowards the Russians, and the Gorernment 
has pemitted theexportrtion of 20,000 chetwerts 
of oats,which have already passed the frontiers of 
Moldavia, but which have been, truly, very dear- 
ly paid for. 2 

The idea that the Russians, at the opening ef 
their second campaign, will enter Servia, is eve- 
ry day morecontrmed. A _ bridge ofbonts it is 
said, is to be farmed above Widdin. ‘The Turks 
are also assembling on that side some considera- 
ble forces, which some say amount to 50,000.— 
By following that plan, the Russians might turn 
the defiles ofShumla and the Balkin, of which 
they have extreme fear, and which the Turks 
consider as impregnable.
